A CW.V solar motor recently Cnl.sbeU 


and uu . ill operation is alii acting an 
Juimeiibe amount of attention at Hyde- 
Park, near Boston, says the .New York 
Herald. The motor, which looms up in 
the distance like a Ferris wheel on a 
reduced scale, lias been in actual work- 
ing order for several weeks, and by 
means of the powerful heat rays re- 
flected from its great battery of Hash- 
ing mirrors its builders have been en- 
abled to generate sufficient steam to 
operate a small sawmill. 


Since the coal famine wood has un- 


doubtedly been sawed in this part of 
the country in many different ways, 
but this is the first time such a feat 
has ever been accomplished through 
the indirect action of the sun. 


The motor consists of an immense 


concave reflector, mounted on two tow- 
ers of iron, the rear one about thirty- 
six feet from the ground and the front 
one about eight. The top rim of the 
reflector itself is about forty-five feet 
above the ground and has a diameter of 
thirty-sis leet on the outsid'e and nar- 
rows to a diameter of 18 feet 0 inches 
on the inside or bottom. 


It is lined with 300 mirrors made by 


a German process and backed with 
wire netting and cloth. These mirrors 
are arranged in six horizontal rows, 
and the rays of the sun are reflected 
by them upon a large boiler, supported 
in the center of the reflector. 


This boiler has a capacity of about 


ninety gallons, is fed by an automatic 
punip and is tested to 200 pounds to 
the square inch. It weighs about eight 
tons and is of peculiar construction, 
the lower part being composed of a 
series of three copper coils, upon which 
tho heat rays concentrate.' To prevent 
radiation and protect them from the 
action of the wind these coils are cov- 
ered by an isinglass-jacket. It is so 
arranged that the influence of the six 
rows of mirrors is evidently distributed 
among the coils, two rows concentrat- 
ing upon each of them. 


In a recent test made upon a bright 


day, which was not. however, especial- 
ly TV-arm, the 1,200 square feet of mir- 
rors when squarely exposed to the ac- 
tion of the sun produced an intensity of 
heat equal to 1,202 degrees Fahrenheit 
and caused the boiler to blow off at 
200 pounds. 


Tbose in charge of, the construction 


of this powerful natural heat collector 
are confident that even a greater de- 
gree of caloric can be generated. The 
depth of the reflector from top to bot- 
tom is about ten feet. 
Steel wire 


braces and steel spokes span it in a 
sort of network to keep it firm. 


One of the most interesting features 


of the machine is the automatic elec- 
tric clockwork, which keeps the re- 
flector continually in focus with the 
sun. 
This automatic scheme works on 


about the same principle that keeps 
many of the large telescopes in focus. 


The building of this solar motor was 


started, last June, and now tbaf it has 
been tried out and proved a success it 
is soon to be sent away to California, 
and work has already been started up- 
on several others. 


To J. M. Bruns of Canton, who has 


had charge of the construction of the 
mirror, is due much credit, and be is 
very well pleased with the results. The 
one now at Hyde Park is about fifteen 
horsepower, which can be generated at 
practically no expense save that of at- 
tendance. Water for steam is cheap, 
and OM Sol does the rest.

history of the place when the

building of the University of "Wooster 
went up in smoke with practically the 
entire equipment, entailing a loss of 
over ?300,000, with only ?60,000 insur- 
ance. Any one who would nave said 
the next day that the fire was the best 
thing that ever happened would have 
been-, designated an enemy of the in- 
stitution. But such proved to be the 
case. In a little more than two months 
^400,000 has been pledged to the fund 
for rebuilding. 


Work was started February 22, and 


December 11, the first anniversary of 
the fire will mark the dedication of 
five new buildings, structures of impos- 
ing architecture, and pronounced the 
handsomest college buildings in the 
world. They are the -Kaluke hall, cost- 
ing §100.000: Severance Hall, §75,000; 
Scovel Hall, $50.000: Taylor Hall, $60,- 
000: heat and power plant. $5,500. The 
dedication is to be made an event in 
the history of the university.

000, but it is believed that many of the 
large operations will be held back, and 
at least $10,000,000 cut off the .esti- 
mates. All the recommendations will 
not be agreed to and many suggestions 
will not be carried out for years to 
come 


None of the estimates are for such 


v.ork as the building of the tunnel un- 
der New York or the construction of a 
new joint station in Washington. They 
cdnsist principally in the building of 
lew roads, double tracking single lines 
and the enlarging of the terminals 
and the enlarging of nearly all the 
terminals on this system. 


Two years ago the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad company had about 50 percent 
elasticity, but the increase in business 


>.s been so great that the road has 


not kept apace with that improvement, 
and it now has all if can do to handle 
the business that is regularly offered 
o it. 
One of the biggest items to be look- 


ed after next year will be the enlarg- 
ing of the terminal facilities, as well 
as trackage of the road It is estimated 
that if business continues good that

Pcgli, Italy, Nov. 2S.-AVhat is the Ri- 


vlornV The word means "shore," and 
the name is applied to that part of the 
northern coast of the Mediterranean 
from a. little eastward of Marseilles, 
France, to Spiezaa, Italy. All the Rivi- 
era was formerly Italian territory, but 
sinue 1859 that part of it which in- 
cludes Nice luis belonged to the French. 
Mentone is the border town. The shore 
west of it is the French Riviera, east of 
it the Italian Kiffera. 


Beautiful little Pegli is a suburb of 


Genoa, reached by train from that city 
in a. few minutes. The English have 
long known Pcgli as a quiet, old fash- 
ioned winter resort, where the tempera- 
ture for the months of December, Janu- 
ary, February and March averages 50 
degrees. For the reason that it pos- 
sesses so unobstructed a view of the 
Mediterranean to the westward its in- 
habitants claim that it enjoys an hour 
more of daily sunshine than some of 
the other Riviera resorts. There are no 
mountains or shore obstructions for the 
sun to sink behind early in the after- 
noon. 


For centuries probably the Italians 


have looked on Pegli sis a summer sea 
bathing place, and it fits this descrip- 
tion, too, for even in hot weather the 
waters of the blue and purple Mediter- 
ranean are of bracing coolness because 
Pegli is so far north as to latitude. 
How far north it is difficult for Ameri- 
cans to realize when they come here in 
rnidw inter from Boston and 'New York 
and take sun baths with the thermome- 
ter sometimes at 70. The actual fact is 
that Pegli, the half tropical -winter re- 
sort, is latitudinally 150 miles north of 
Boston and only about forty miles 
south of Halifax, Nova Scotia. If the 
American Atlantic coast had such a cli- 


j mate as that nature gave to tlie coast 
| of western Europe, it \rould be the 


paradise of earth, -with its clear sun- 
sliine and ocean purified, air. Our Pa- 
cific coast is more like the shores of the 
Mediterranean. 


AH the world travels now. A new 


migration of nations has set in, not now 
to seek relief from overcrowded condi- 
tions or from love of adventure. There 
are no more adventures. Present clay 
people travel through sheer restless 
IQT. e of novelty or from the even tamer 


j motive of getting into a place where 
ihjy aie comfortable in body—-warm in 
•winter, cool in summer. 


The migratory clans that desire to 


be warm in winter are already gather- 
ing at little Pegli, and numerous Amer- 
icans are among them. Professor I/a- 
dochowski, the meteorologist of Vien- 
na, says the coming -winter will be the 
coldest in fifty years, with snowstorms 
arid violent -winds. Tourists to Pegli 
are getting in out of the celd early. 
"Well, vrc shall see. 


All winter long the gardens here are 


green. There are two principal ones, 
the Pallavicini and the Rostau. They 
belong to private estates, but are open 
to the public. In the Pallavicini is a 
camphor tree of exceeding beauty and 
symmetry. The Rostau gardens are 
quite two centuries old and to this day 
show how away back in the early 
eighteenth century trees and shrubs 
were stunted and pruned into various 
artificial shapes like the court dwarfs 
of the pharaohs. And little Pegli it- 
self is older than Rome, so old that 
nobody knows who its aboriginal in- 
habitants were.
